The right of m ountain folk to 
live out their declining years in 
the m ountains was indirectly upheld 
by th e Adams county court Friday. 
T he occasion was a hearing on a 
petition for support of an Indigent 
person, Mrs Alice Naugle, who re ­ 
sides in the South M ountains where 
she has m ade her hom e all of her 
life. 


O ne son. G ilbert Naugle. told of 
how he had attem pted to take his 
m other to P ittsburgh to live with 
him But she w ouldn't stay in the 
city, he added, preferring to come 
back to the hills and her hom e “I 
even told m other th a t she need not 
worry.

Also it is im portant to flush the 
radiator separate from the block 
and to reverse flush separately. This 
calls for disconnecting the radiator 
hosing after the engine is heated up. 
No Virtue In Dilution 
Maybe you don’t care if the oil in 
the engine Is thinned out, but among 
other things you are inviting fresh 
aconinulations of carbon. They com ’ 
along at a much faster rate when 
the oil is able to suck up into the 
cylinders more freely. Diluted oil is 
dangerous in that it is likely to burn 
off rapidly when the car is driven 
fast on the open road. Suddenly the 
quantity of oil is below the safety 
point.

b* a borough ordinance. This re^u- 
LjktI ti is erie of several the borough 
fathers found it necessary, evident 
ly, to adopt in by-gon* da; s. 
One of the parlies ordinances on 
reef rd is that of IBOC, adopting an 
official seal for the borough James 
Get tvs was tile “town clerk” and 
treasurer at that tune. 
An ordinance adcpted 
in 
1883 j 
prohibited “congregating assembling, 
of standing” cf “idle” persons hav­ 
ing no business there, at railroad 
stations, at church doors, street 
corners or crossings or “other pub­ 
lic places” so as to obstruct them ! 
or interfere with other pernins with 
a better right, piesumably to be in 
such places 


Kids ( an't Have Matches 
Persons arrested under this ordi­ 
nate were subject to fines of 13. or 
not more than 36 hours in jail, or as 
it was called in the ordinance, “the 
lockup ”

juvenile*

“thrown in the lockup" in those 
de vs, for another ordinance w hich 
prolubits "the carrying or use of 
friction matches by children under 
14 years of age” carried a penalty 
of ll fine or 12 hours in Jail. It was 
the duty of the “high constable” or 
the police officers to arrest boy's with 
ma’che* and take them before the 
burge vs. 
In 1892 the boro’igh council made 
it illegal to turn in a false fire 
alarm, discharge firearms In the 
borough, or build a bonfire In 11195 
bicycles were required to have a 
“gong” or bell which could bt* heard 
at a minimum distance of 30 feet 
In 1910 an ordinance was passed re­ 
quiring all dogs running at large 
in the borough to be muzzled. 
Burgrsii .And Coasting Lost 
Despite the best effort* of J A. 
Holtzworth, who was burgees in 1910, 
children were prohibited in that 
year from coasting on their sleds 
on any of the borough streets or 
alleys Although the ordinance didn't 
say so, “horseless carriages” were 
probably becoming more numerous 
about that time. 
Burgess Holtzworth vetoed the 
ordinance because, he said. “coasting 
lasts only a few weeks," but he and 
the children lost out when the coun­ 
cil passed the ordinance over his 
veto. 
Soliciting Prohibited 
Back when almost every town had 
a "curfew” law, Getty-s&urg had one 
too It was illegal for any boy under 
16 or girl under 18 to be on the 
streets of the town after 9 p m , 
unless accompanied by a parent, 
guardian or someone legally le- 
sponsible for them. 
Poolrooms and “ten-pin" alleys 
were prohibited from opening before 


7 a.rn ain v ere required to clot,0 
bv 11 JO p m. An ordinance prohibit­ 
ed soliciting, business for hotels, 
rooming house* or garages. In 1915 
the borough council found it neces­ 
sary to require that traffic passing 
through the square “pull to the 
right.” 
In 1931 council made it illegal to 
operate an indoor or outdoor golf 
course or putting “cour.se” within 
the borough on Sundays.

W ithin the memory of most adult 
persons the morning glory h a s grad- j 
uated (rom the "weed" class to an 
ornam ental role. Flower growers who 
are not already aware of this fact 
should consider some of the m arvel­ 
ous improved types now available for 
growing e n trellises, porches, fences 
and similar supports. 
Most catalogues lust this plant as 
Ipom oet — pronounced ip-o-M E-a. 
The nam e m eans literally "like a 
worm." In addition to th e native 
plant which overruns corn fields in J 
some p u t s of the Middle W est and 
a lle n found growing wild along fence 
•ows and in gardens, available nam ed 
varieties have been greatly enriched 
by the Im perial or Japanese morning 
glories introduced into the United j 
States over a half century’ ago. 
Among the 
merits 
of 
m orning 
glories 
from 
the 
flower 
grower’s 
standpoint is the fact th a t they do 
best in ra th e r poor soils If grown 
where tile soil is rich, the plant j 
wastes most of its vigor in extended i 
vine growth and heavy foliage at the 
expense of flowers. Too, root crowd- j 
mg increases the number an d per- 
haps improves the quality of blooms. 
Many experienced growers, in order 
to gain benefits of the lost cited 
factor, start J hints in pots which 
are later plunged in the ground at 
the growing site. and thereby the pot 
serves to rr strict unlimited root ex­ 
pansion. 
For the sam e reasons it is not ad- 
vi able to fertilize or over w ater 
morning glories All these steps help 
to stim ulate m axim um crops of flow­ 
ers, And for those who appreciate 
the improved strains of this annual 
this goal is of prim ary importance. 
Tile true loveliness of m orning 
glories is often overlooked. Die ed ­ 
itor was impressed by this fact sev­ 
eral years ago when lie drove into a
